NEW YORK, March 18.—Merger 
of the Chase National Bank, the 
Equitable Trust Co. and the Inter- 
state Trust Co. to form the world’s 
largest financial institution was ap- 
proved today by the three directo- 
rates. 

The new bank, to be known as 
the Chase National, will have re- 
sources of $2,800,000,000, surpass- 
ing both the National City Bank of 
New York and the Midland Bank 
of London, which for several years 
have been rivals for the title of 
world’s largest bank. National 
City’s resources as of Dec. 31 last 
were $2,206,000,000. 

The new bank is to be called 
the Chase National Bank of the 
City of New York. The capital 
will comprise $148,000,000 in 
capital stock, $148,000,000 in sur- 
plus and $72,000,000 in undivided 
profits. The Chase Securities 
Corporation will add capital assets 
of $125,000,000, making the total 
capital resources of the new insti- 
tution $493,000,000. 


The Dec. 31 statement of the 


three showed combined deposits of 
$2,073,000,000 and total resources 
of $2,815,000,000. The capital stock 
of the present Chase Bank will be 
increased to $148,000,000 from 
$105,000,000. 


Winthrop W. Aldrich, president 
of the Equitable, will be president 
of the enlarged bank. A new com- 
mittee, to be known as the govern- 
ing board, will be created with Al- 
bert H. Wiggin, now chairman of 
the board of the Chase Bank, as 
chairman. John McHugh, chair- 
man of the executive committee 
of the Chase, will continue in that 
capacity, and Charles 8S. McCain, 
president of the Chase, will succeed 
Wiggin as chairman of the board. 

Aldrich, a 45-year-old lawyer 
who entered the banking business 
only last December, is a brother- 
in-law of John D. Rockefeller, Jr. 

McCain, who is 46, is a native of 
Little Rock, Ark. He joined New 
York banking circles in 1926 as 
vice president of the National Park 
Bank which was absorbed by the 
Chasé€ last year. 


56 CHURCHES IN MOSCOW

Soviet Announces That Action Will 
be Taken on Demand of 
People.

INCOME TAX COLLECTIONS 
HAVE FALLEN OFF $5,096,644 


Treasury Statement for March 15 
Shows $67,507,962 Paid Against 
$72,000,000 Last Year. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—In- 
come tax collections up to and in- 
cluding March 15 as shown on the 
Treasury statement of. that date, 
were $67,507.962.56, as compared 
with $72,504,506.47 for the corre- 
sponding period a year ago. 

The bulk of the peyments of 
last Saturday have yet to be 
reported. Treasury officials 
know that millions of dollars 
were taken in at various offices 
throughout the country. These as 
yet had not been officially record- 
ed here and until received the 
Treasury statement shows only a 
small fraction of the money ac- 
tually in hand. 

Figures for this year so far ob- 
tainable were held by Treasury of- 
ficials to be not comparable with 
the daily collections of last year 
because of Sunday intervening this 
year directly after the final pay- 
ment day. This, they explained, 
would affect the speed with which 
collections are shown in the Treas- 
ury balance.

grandfather, Paul Brown, broker, 
office building owner and former 
tobacco manufacturer, died of 
pneumonia today in New York City, 
where he had been living with his, 
widowed mother. 


Funeral arrangements have not 
been announced. He is survived by 
his mother, Mrs. Bess Masterson 
Brown, formerly of St. Louis, and 
a half-sister, Miss Dorothy Brown, 
21, who also inherited $1,500,000. 

Paul Brown III and his half- 
sister became potential millionaires 
under the will of their grandfather, 
who died in November, 1927, leav- 
ing an estate now estimated at 
about $18,000,000, due largely to 
rise in stock values. The interests 
of the two grandchildren were 
originally appraised at $953,000, 
but are now around $1,500,000. 

The grandson was to receive half 
his principal inheritance at the age 
of 30 and the remainder at 35. In 
the event both grandchildren died 
without descendants, their trust 
fund was to go to Barnes Hospital, 
in addition to $100,000 willed di- 
rectly to that institution. With the 
death of the grandson, his share is 
added to that of his half-sister. 

Paul Brown Jr., father of the 
two young heirs, died in 1916, at 
the age of 32. After being divorced 


at Clayton in 1911 by Mrs. Kather-/ 


ine Bonties Brown, who obtained 
custody of their daughter, Dor- 
othy, he married Miss Bess Master- 
gon, a trained nurse, who had at- 
tended him during an illness. The 
second wife, following her hus-

Roberts withdrew the question 
and asked: “You were cognizant 
that the Circuit Court of Appeals 
affirmed Judge McCormick’s (in 
Los Angeles Federal Court) opin- 
ion.” “Yes,” replied Doheny.

The love making 
of Hamlet and Ophelia is coarse, 
and in ‘Romeo and Juliet’ there 
are many passages that are .ex- 
tremely improper. Yet these books 
were compulsory reading when I 
went to school. Who knows but 
that ‘Lady Chatterly’s Lover’ may 
become a classic and compulsory 

reading a century from now?” 

Cutting pointed out that Smoot 
was taking an unfair advantage by 
circulatingy marked passages, “So 
that Senators can skip from ob- 
scenity to obscenity like Eliza over 
the ice.” 

‘The Customs Courts, he said, had 
ruled that books must be judged 
“as a whole” in obscenity cases. 

Cutting kept his speech on a high 
plane but he could not restrain 
his chuckles when he read from 
Smoot’s remarks last night that: 
“If a Customs inspector, with his 
knowledge of the world, regards 
on his own initiative that a book 
is obscene it is about the nearest 
approach to a jury trial as can

WASHINGTON, March 18.—An 
intimation that money contributed 
to the Republican party has been 
deposited in the private stock- 
trading account of Claudius H. 
Huston, the Republican National 
Chairman, and a vehement protest 
by Huston against any attempt on 
the part of the Senate Lobby In- 
vestigating Committee to examine 
the account, comprised two of the 
high lights of an exciting session 
before the committee this morning. 

A third sensation was furnished 
by Huston’s admission that mil- 
lions of trust funds belonging to 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers had passed through nis 
stock account while he was en- 
gaged in reorganizing the Brother- 
hood’s financial enterprises. 

The outcome of all the charges, 
intimations and admissions, was a 
decision by the committee to serve 
a subpena on Blyth & Bonner, New 
York brokers, to produce books 
containing the account tomorrow 


morning. The suggestion that Re-| 


publican party funds may have 
been put in Huston’s stock-trading 
account came, strangely enough, 
from Senator Robinson of Indiana, 
the single Old Guard Republican 
on the committee, and came in 
the midst of Robinson’s efforts to 
persuade the committee not to ex- 
amine the account. 

Cornered by the relentless que¢s- 
tioning of the veteran Walsh of 
Montana, Huston had defiantly re- 
fused permission to the commit- 
tee’s attorney, John Holland, to 
examine the account.

it in a bank to the credit of the 
Association, was that brokerage 
houses afforded “more flexibility” 
than banks.

drawn a proposed contract dis- 
posing of Boulder Dam power, 
which is more favorable to the 
Southern California Edison Co. 


than any previous announcements 
had indicated. This was learned 
today from reliable sources, al- 
though Wilbur has not made the 
terms of the contract public. He 


he had not made up his mind con- 
cerning it. 

The contract was taken te Los 
Angeles almost three weeks ago by} 
Northcutt Ely, executive assistant 
to Wilbur. Thus far the city has 
refused to agree to its terms. 

The document is a joint contract 
between the city of Los Angeles and 
the Southern California Edison Co., 
Los Angeles 
officials have repeatedly declared 
they have no legal right to enter 
such an arrangement. It provides 
that each party shall guarantee the 
cost of the entire power output 
from the dam; and it provides that 
if either city or company defaults 
the other party takes over the 
whole contract. This provision 
would give the Edison company an 
excellent chance to control all the 
Boulder Dam power, since other re- 
quirements imposed upon Los An- 
geles would be severe. 

Wtlbar’s First Pian. 

In Wilbur's first plan for selling 
the power. announced last October, 
he proposed to make a contract 
with Los Angeles and the Metropol- 
itan Water District, with the South- 
ern California Edison Co. receiving 
a share of power under a subcon- 
tract. Protest was made by cities 
and states in the territories affected 
against this allocation to the Edi- 
son company, because public agen- 
cies were unable to obtain the pow- 
er to which they were entitled un- 
der preference rights in the law. 

The next step was the obtaining 
by Wilbur of an opinion from his 
legal adviser, Solicitor E. ©. Fin- 
ney, indicating a contract for all 
the power might be made with the 
Edison Co., Los Angeles and other ) 
cities receiving a share only when 
and if they voted bonds.

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Senator Wagner Testifies 
Out of Work Has Reached

WASHINGTON, March i18.— 
Pending the unemployment survey, 
to be taken next month by the 
Census Bureau, a Senate commit- 
tee today started an inquiry into 
the situation and Senator Wagner 
(Dem.), New York, the first wit- 
ness before the committee, testi- 
fied he regarded the number of 
persons out of work to have 
reached “serious” propostions. 

Secretary of Labor Davis has es- 
timated that the total of unem- 
ployed does not excee@ 3,000,000 
persons, but other estimates have 
ranged higher. 

At the outset of the Senate hear- 
ing Chairman Johnson said the 
committee intended to ascertain 
the “truth.” 

Wagner argued that regardless 
of what one might hear to the con- 
trary he viewed the situation as 


A delegation from a conference 
of “unemployment,” now going for- 
ward in the Capital, appeared and 
asked to be heard, but the com- 
mittee kept its prepared program 
of witnesses recognized as familiar 
with conditions. 


Delegation Denied Hearing. 
The New Yorker testified after 
J. Eads Howe had led a commit- 
tee of nine representing his “un- 


committee room and demanded a 
hearing. The committee deter- 
mined to keep to its prepared pro- 
gram. Chairman Johnson informed 
Howe that his group was welcome 
to submit its views in writing. 
Later Howe and his committee so- 
licited other members of the Sen- 
ate seeking a hearing on Thursday 
morning.

“Approximately $16,500,000 im

How Income Has Dropped. 

Quoting Government _ statistics, 
Wagner said they showed that one- 
third of the workers in manrfac- 
turing establishments received $3%2,- 
113,000 during one week of the lat- 
ter month, while they had received 
$98,635.964 during tl> correspond- 
ing week of the previous month re- 
ferred te. From these figures he 
had computed the ‘otals given. 

After Wagner, Dr. B. M. Squires, 
director of the Illinois State Em- 
ployment Agency and a professor 
at the University of Chicago, testi- 
fied that distress from unemploy- 
ment in Chicago during the past 
months “has been the most acute 
in 10 years” and that “Chicago is 
no different from other industrial 
centers.”

Alan R. Schumm, 17-year-old 
university student, who killed his 
father, and wounded his mother, 
was committed to the city sanita- 
tium as insane at the concl n 


1of a perfunctory trial yesterday 


under a first degree murder indict- 
ment. 
Both prosecution ang defense 
were agreed that Schumm should 
rémain in the sanitarium, where 
he has been under observation, but 
the law required the formality of 
atrial. The jury, as was expected, 
followed the recommendation § of 
counsel and held that Schumm was 
not guilty because of insanity. 
Judge Hamilton ordered commit~- 
ment. ae 
Three alienists—Drs. Malcolm lL. 
Rliss, Sidney I. Schwab and Francis 
M. Barnes Jr.—testified that 
&chumm is suffering from demen- 
tia praecax, which they said was 
incurable. If permitted to mingle 
with society he might commit an- 
ofher similar crime, they said. 
Overpowered by. Desire to Kill. 
The alienists agreed that the 
youth looked upon himself as “an 
automatic agent guided by the Su- 
preme Being,” and that the shoot- 
ing was the outcome of an “over- 
powering desire to kill somebody” 
which Schumm attributed to the 
will of God. 
The youth, said the  alienists, 
showed insanity in “a lack of ade- 
quate emotional reaction and con- 
trol, a separation or dissociation 
between his emotional and his in- 
tellectual life.” They estimated 
that his mind had been diseased 
for about a year and related that 
Schumm had described an incident 
last summer when he was seized 
with a desire t} kill his parents 
with a butcher knife. 
Roy A. Burch, a friend of, the 
Schumm family, testified that Alan 
tried to explain his act to him 
during a conversation in the city 
jail. He was in a barber shop 
the afternoon before the shooting 
when he felt the desire to kill 
someone, according to Burch. He 
thought of killing a girl acquaint- 
ance, Miss Elsie Winkler, 4753 
Idaho avenue, and borrowed a re- 
volver from her. 

Aimed a Pistol at Strangers. 

After getting the revolver 


stranger. Driving alone in his 
father’s automobile, he told Burch, 


automobile driver and then at a 
man leatiing against a post. ‘The 
desire to kill his parents, accord- 
ing to Burch’s. narration, came 
over him after he had reached 
home. 

Dr. Schwab testified that in his 
opinion Schumm’s condition would 


not be improved “untess there is 
a great advance in the treatment 
of dementia praecox in the next 
10 or 12 years.” 

Schumm’s demeanor in the 
courtroom bore out the conclusion 
of the alieriists that he lacked 
emotion. During the five hours 
of the hearing, he sat listening to 
the recital of the. details of the 
shooting, but showed no outward 
evidence of a personal interest in 
the proceedings. His mother, who 
has recovered from her wounds, 
was not in court.

_ Mrs. Marie Huebschen has re- 
turned from Cleveland, 0., con- 
vinced that the slayers of her hus- 
band, George J. Huebschen, in a 
grocery holdup five years ago, 
have been brought to justice. 


Although she was unable to 
identify either Johfi C. Lord, 68 
years old, or Charles MHanovich, 
alias VWrank Lord, 21, she talked 
with Hanovich until hiv description 
of the crime satisfied her that he 
and Lord were the masked men 
who entered her husband’s saloon 
and grocery at 2826 Magnolia ave- 
nue on April 29, 1925. 

After returning to her home at 
5052 Tholozan avenue yesterday, 
Mray Huebschen conferred with 
Deterive Lieutenant Charles 
Busch and the case was removed 
from the category of unsolved 
murders. It is unlikely however, 
that the men will be brought here 
for trial, inasmuch as they are to 
be tried in Cleveland for the mur- 
der of a policeman and have been 


implicated by Hanovich in two 
other Ohio killings. 
Mrs. Huebschen, who still op- 


erates the saloon and grocery, de- 
cided to visit "Cleveland in order 
to put her mind at rest with re- 
gard to a problem which would 
otherwise have remained an un- 
certainty. Unable to ideatify the 
men from photographs, she de- 
cided that she could. satisfy her- 
self only by talking ‘to the con- 
fessed robber.

Irf one robbery, he said, they had 
shot:a policeman and in another 
had “killed a grocer - named 
Meyer.” Lord, hewever, persisted 
in denials. 


Photographs and descriptions 
wé@re sent to St. Louis and police 
attempted to verify the confessien. 
Patrolman Harry Edens, who had 
been shot chasing robbers in a 
North Side holdup, identified both 
pictures. A South Side grocer iden- 
tified Lord as a robber whose mask 
had slipped off during a holdup. 

The Htebschen case was the only 
unsolved crime which fitted Hano- 
vich’s description. The pictures 
were shown to Mrs. Huebschen and 
Mra Nestle, who could not identify 
the men because the robbers they 
had seen were masked.

IRUN, Spainy March 18.—The 
Spanish batteries topping the hills 
esp the French frontier sounded 

a 21-gun salute today as the body 
of Primo de Rivera crossed the 
border into Spain. Thus was the 
former dictator, who died in Paris 
Sunday night, honored with the 
same salute that would be given a 

As the train halted at the little 
railway station here, where some- 
times exiles have seen their last of 
Spain, the coffin was removed and 
placed in state in a chapel of the 
station. Masses were said by priests 
and prayers were offered. Late 
this afternoon the funeral train 
started for Madrid. 

All night long, as the -train 
swings southward, priests at every 


{ railway station will offer prayers 


for the man who ruled Spain for 
six years. 

After arrival at Madrid the body 
will rest in state at the north rail- 
way station until 11 o ‘clock tomor- 
row morning. Then the “cortege 
will move to San Isidro Cemetery, 
where Primo’s body will be placed 
beside those of his wife and other 
relatives in the family vault. 

Tomorrow is dedicated to San 
Jose in the Catholic calendar and is 
one of the most important religious 
holdays in Spain. Ordinarily most 
businesses are closed for the day, 
and with Primo’s funeral coming at 
the same time, it is expected the 
residents of Madrid will dismiss all 
other affairs and attend the fu- 
neral. 

The funeral cortege will leave the 


train at Madrid, escorted by rep- 


resentatives of every branch of the 


| Army and Navy. 


Although Primo de Rivera's 
three sons will accompany the cor- 
tege, his two daughters, Carmen 
and Maria Pilar, who found him 
dead, probably will take no part :n 
the ceremony, Spanish custom for- 
bidding.

“AS a matter of fact,” ‘President 
Hoover said, “the report refers to 
incidents, men and  cenditions 
which have already ween cleaned 


up by the action I took on the 
26th of March last.” 


A system has been established 
under instructions to the various 
departments of the Government, 
Mr. Hoover continued, by which 
“these represensible practices have 
been absolutely stopped and the 
system of purchase and sale of ap- 
pointments, so far as it existed, has 
been .ended.”’ 

All Federal officials knewn to 
have engaged in such practices, 
Mr. Hoover added, have either re- 
signed or been removed. 

The President said the Depast- 
ment of Justice already had taken 
under investigation charges per- 
taining to other than patronage 
matters that the committee had 
made against two Federal officials. 

Attack by Senator Biease. 

About the time of Mr. Hoover's 
announcement at the White House, 
the patronage question was raised 
again in the Senate by Senator 
Blease (Dem.), South Carolina, 
who condemned the Chief Execu- 
tive and Postmatser General Brown 
for the appointment of postmasters 
in South Carolina. 

At the White House, the Presi- 
dent referred to charges which 
have been brought te the effect 
that one member of the new Sout) 
Carolina advisory committee had 
accepted contributions from a per- 
son recommended fer appojntment. 

“The charges were made by the 
old organization which was dis- 
placed,” the President said. “They 
are vigorously denied by the mem- 
bers of the new advisory commit- 
tee. This matter has been for 
some weeks under investigation by 
the Department of Justice and the 
Posteffice Department and the 
facts will be determined and pub- 
lished.”

A Befense of France. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispaten. 
HAVE been a constant reader of the 


Post-Dispatch for the last 10 years 
“and needless to say I find it a useful 
and necessary medium for acquiring un- 
biased news-.of current events, local, na- 
tional or international. Its editorials are 
for the most part inspiring and elevating, 
always condemning wrong and corruption 
whether practiced by predatory interests 
or by individuals. Courageously and fear- 
lessly the Post-Dispatch stands for jus- 
tice and fair play, but lately I was as- 
tonished to read your editorial condemn- 
ing France for its naval attitude, por- 
traying her as being possessed with the 
demon of imperialism. 
Now for your information, may I men 
tion some figures in regard to naval ar- 
maments? France in 1914 spent 3,165,- 
000,000 francs for naval armament, In 
1930 she appropriated only 2,483,000,000 
francs. which actually is 800,000,000 less. 
In the meantime what did the other 
Powers spend? The United States 10,- 
000,000,000 francs; England 7,000,000,- 
000 francs. and Japan - 2,770,000,000 
francs. But one might» say in order to 

- understand these figures i would be 
necessary to know how this money was 
spent and especially that sum of money 
which was actually spent for new con- 
struction. 

Here is the answer: France in 1914 
spent for new construction 1,500,000,000 
frances, and in 1930 has appropriated only 
1,039,000,000 francs. You say this is an 
exceptional year? No! If you take the 
last 10 years for new construction the to- 
tal naval expenditures have been, for the 
United States 117,.000,000,000 francs; for 
England 92,000,000,000 francs; for Japan 
$7,000,000,000 frances and for France only 
17,000,000,000 frances. Let. me hasten to 
remark that f am not criticising the fig- 
ures of these nations but at least I should 
be permitted to conclude from this rapid 
exposition that it would be singularly 
audacious to pretend that France is pos-

THE BUS STRIKE = 

‘ A strike on the lines of the People’s Motorbus Co., 
a subsidiary of the local street railway system, has 
thrown 750 people out of employment and incon- 
venienced approximately 25,000 bus riders. f 

The bus company says it cannot recognize the em- 
ployes’ union and pay the increased wage scale 
which that recognition would imply. It points out 
that the earnings of the company have been less than 
the legal interest rate on the investment, as com- 
pared with earnings of from 15 to 70 yer cent 
through motorbus operations in New York and De 
troit. It attributes ite low earnings to competition 
from service cars and excessive damage judgments. 


iThe latter, approximated at $100,000 a year, are 


ascribed to ambulance chasing. The company also 
says: 


The motorbus ordinance appéars to guarantee 
us exclusive operation over our routes, but the 
service cars are permitted to operate when and 
as they please without reference to our rights. 
New York last year made a clean-up of ambu-/ 
lance chasers, so that fraudulent litigation 
against public transportation companies has 
practically disappeared. If the same thing could 
be accomplished in St. Louis and the service cars 
removed, the People’s Motorbus Co. would make 
enough money to increase its wages. An. in- 
crease to employes at this time probably would 
end in bankruptcy. 


The reason the company’s business ig so pre- 
carious is one to which the Post-Dispatch has often 
called attention. The transportation business in a 
city so big as St. Louis can be made a profitable 
business capable of paying fair wages to its em- 
ployes, but it can be made so only by reorganizing 
transportation to suit the changing conditions of 
city life. The way to do this is propérly to co-ordi- 
nate the bus lines with the street car lines, leaving to 
the latter routes over which they _are profitable and 
giving all other territory to the busses. . 

This was the business for which the City Tran 
portation Commission was primarily created. It has 
been in the field a year and a half. It could in that 
time have entirely revolutionized and modernized the 
transportation system of St. Louis in such a way 
that the street cars and busses could both be doing 
a profitable business and paying reasonable wages to 
their employes. Instead of performing this great 
public service, the commission has wasted most of 
the two-year term for which it was created trying to 
get a franchise extension for the exploiters of the 
street railways system in order that they might, as 
Mayor Miller said in his letter to Frank O. Watts, 
“consummate a private deal.” There is no prospect 
that the commission_will do any better in the few 
months of life remaining to it. It is now consider- 
ing how it can avail itself of Mr. Kelker’s proposal 
to spend $22,000,000 for a rehabilitation of the street 
car system, a proposal which also has as its motive 
the getting of a franchise for the company and res- 
cuing Jake Newman and his associates from the 
mess which they created when they bought the prop- 
erty for profiteering purposes. 

How long is the Board of Aldermen going to toler- 
ate this’ imposition upon the people of St. Louis? 
How long is it going to see street car fares go high- 
er and higher, and see bus service suspended be- 
cause the company cannot pay living wages to its 
employes? The Aldermen can bring order out of 
all this chaos by themselves putting in the field acom- 


wssed with military imperialism. 

France in 1922 during the Washington 
naval conference accepted for the con- 
struction of heavy naval armaments, that 
is to say, battleships, a very unfavorable 
situation, but it should not be granted 
that that situation was the same, for in- 
stance, for cruisers and submarines which 
are indispensable for the protection of 
her Atlantic and Mediterranean shores; 
also for communication with her territo- 
ries across the seas. The sacrifices that 
she has been able to consent to on one 
point do not imply that she must consent 
in an equal measure on all other points, 
but it really justifies compensation. 
Therefore she demands the principle of 
equitable limitation. Lest we forget, her 
1914 naval tonnage was 1,200,000 tons, 
now she only demands 724,000 tons.

JULIUS CAESAR AND THE MESDAMES DRYS. 

A Federal Judge who has been computing the 
claims of all those good women who testified for pro- 
hibition before the House Judiciary Committee finds 
that according to their representations they speak for 
a grand total of 140,000,000 women. 

This may be good strategy, but it is not taken 
from the manual of Julius Caesar, sometimes called 
the greatest military figure in history. When Caesar 
was dividing Gaul into three parts, a feat which 
our own delegation to the London conference would 
no doubt dearly like to repeat, he practiced the 
stratagem of making it appear that his army was 
small. He usually did this by making a small camp 
and parking his legions in it so densely that what 
was in reality a great host could be mistaken for 
a corporal’s guard. 

Caesar, of course, had no notion about prohibition 
one way or the other; but he would have been hor- 
rified at such a boast of strength as that behind 
prohibition there are 140,000,000 women in a country 
with not more than 120,000,000 population. 

THE CASE AGAINST MR. WHALEN. 

Mayor Walker of New York has been asked to re- 
move Grover Whalen from the office of Police Com- 
missioner. Among the petitioners is Prof. John 
Dewey of Columbia University, a serene old scholar 
who would not appear as a plaintiff without good 
cause, 

The case against Mr. Whalen is serious. Follow- 
ing the recent Communist demonstration the Com- 
missioner shocked even the conservative opinion of 
New York by his effort to procure the discharge by 
their employers of 300 Communists. That offense 
was aggravated by his threat to expel the children 
of Communists from the public schools. 

The Whalen vengeance fizzled out completely. No 
Communist lost his job and the Superintendent of 
Public Schools explained that “Our job is to make 
good citizens. There are going to be no children 
suspended.” 

Mr. Whalen has given a disturbing exhibition of 
a public official gone berserk. Whether a man of 
such explosive temperament may safely be retained 
at the head of the police power of our greatest city 
is the question. At this distance it does seem as if 
he had disqualified himself for the piace. Certainly 
apprehension may be felt as fo this officer’s abuse 
of authority under the temptation of ‘circumstances 
that might at any time arise. He has, it seems to 
us, proved himself an emotional liabilfty. That senti- 
ment apparently obtains in New York, 

The country at large knows Mr. Whalen as an 
ornamental figure, with a fine flair for the dress- 
parade occasions of metropolitan life.

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THAT TEXAS-WISCONSIN FEUD. 

A feud between states—not, as you might suppose, 
between Vainglorious Florida and Braggadocio Cali- 
fornia, but between Wisconsin and Texas—has brok- 
en out. Wisconsin committed the first offense when 
John L. Newman, secretary of a Wisconsin real estate 
board,~was fired because he bought a 10-acre citrus 
fruit farm in the lower Rio Grande Valley. That, 
coupled with the refusal of the board to license deal- 
ers to sell Texas land, caused the Texas Legislature 
to declare a boycott on Wisconsin products. 

We doubt the efficacy of that weapon. What will 
Texas do for cheese, cranberries, Door County cher- 
ries?

COMMISSAR EZELL OF DOTH 

Mayor Clem Ezell of Dothan, Ala., hag adopted a 
swift and sure remedy for unemployment. He ar- 
rests the unemployed who will not accépt any job 
at any wage and puts them to work onj the town’s 
rock pile. 

The blight of unemployment fell u 
during the prevailing depression. Mayor 
ed the unemployed and found that therej were 200 
of them. He then visited the managers of four mills 
in Dothan and found they had vacancies for 200 
hands. The Mayor then issued an ultimatum. He 
announced on Monday that every man in\ Dothan 
who was loafing on Wednesday would be arrested 
as a vagrant and put to work at hard labor ‘pn the 
streets. The unemployed said they did not 


or the pay, but the excuse didn’t work with Ma 
Ezell; his ultimatum stood: work at the mills 
work under arrest on the streets. | 

We recall the maxims that link working with eat- 
ing. Mayor Ezell quoted the saying, “An idle mind 
is the devil’s workshop.” Dothan was fortunate in 
having 200 places of any kind at any wage for 200 
unemployed, but the Mayor’s method of solving the 
unemployment problem smacks more of the Russian 
Soviet than the American Republic. Doubtless the 
Mayor of Dothan would settle strikes by ‘similar di- 
rect action method. He would arrest the strikers as 
vagrants and force them to go to work, regardless 
of wages and-conditions of labor. Dothan is a para- 
dise for employers. Labor is forced™to work for 
them on their own terms. “ 

Dothan is not in Russia, but it is in the South, in 
some parts of which the rights and liberties of the 
wage earners who work in the mills get short shrift 
from the authorities. Washington officials who shiv- 
er in fear of the Russianizing of America should 
turn their attention to Commissar Ezell of Dothan, 
Ala. 
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END OF A DICTATOR. 

Alone and unattended, a sudden seizure ended 
the career of Primo de Rivera, erstwhile dictator of 
Spain, in a modest hotel of the Paris Latin quarter. 
As his life was a series of ironies, so was his death 
an anticlimax.

The expensiveness of the métropolis 
affects the luxuries much more than the 
bare necessities, and professors are a no- 
toriously frugal and thrifty tribe. It al. 
most seems, therefore, as if scholars were 
to be led out almost against their will from 
their obscure and dowdy. existence into 
broader and brighter avenues of life.
